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Introduction 


The Ministry of Correctional Services contributes 
to public safety by providing humane 
correctional services to those people who are 
placed under its supervision and care. 


The ministry provides treatment and 
rehabilitation programs for adult offenders, 18 
years of age and over, who are convicted by the 
courts and sentenced to terms of imprisonment 
of up to two years less one day. 


For 16- and 17-year-old youths, the ministry 
provides, using a case management model, 
special accommodations and educational and 
rehabilitative programming as set out under the 


Young Offenders Act, Canada. 


The ministry is also responsible for the 
supervision of accused persons awaiting trial, 
sentencing, transfer, deportation or other 
judicial proceedings. 


Of the daily average of over 60,000 people 
under the supervision of the ministry last year, 
only 13.4 per cent of them were in an 
institutional setting. 


The remainder were in the community on 
probation, on parole or on temporary absence 
from an institutional setting or, in the case of 
young offenders, in open custody residences. 


During 1990-91 the ministry continued to 

expand programs and services in the area of 

community corrections. Initiatives included the ; 
expansion of programming for native offenders 

in Northern Ontario, an increase in community 

based residential programs and an increase in 

services for the treatment of offenders in the 

community. 


In October of 1990 the Supreme Court of 
Canada ruled that individuals had the right to a 
trial within a reasonable amount of time. This 
became known as the Askov decision. As a result 
of this decision it has been anticipated that the 
ministry will face an increase in inmates and 
probationers as the courts attempt to clear the 
backlog of cases and move more people 
through the justice system. To prepare for this 
the ministry allocated funds for the hiring of 
additional staff and the creation of over 400 
temporary bedspaces at correctional institutions 
across the province. 


Other areas of development included an 
increase in treatment programs for adults and 
young offenders in both institutional and 
community settings. With the assistance of 
funding from the Provincial Anti-Drug 
Secretariat, training in substance abuse 
programming was provided to open custody 
staff throughout the province. There was also 
limited expansion of correctional facilities in the 
province. 


Community Corrections 


The ministry is committed to the expansion of 
its community based correctional programs. The 
aim of these programs is to allow offenders who 
don’t pose a real risk to society to remain in the 
community where they can work, attend school 
and maintain relationships with their families. 


On any given day over 86 per cent of the 
individuals under the ministry's supervision are 
serving their sentences in the community. The 
vast majority of these people are on probation, 
with the remainder on parole or on temporary 
absence from a correctional facility. 


Probation is community supervision imposed by 
the court instead of or in addition to a sentence 
of incarceration. Probationers must report to a 
probation officer and abide by certain 
conditions that may include keeping the peace, 
abstaining from alcohol and attending 
treatment programs. 


Parole allows offenders to re-enter the 
community, under supervision, having served 
part of their sentence in an institution. After 
applying for parole, the offender must attend a 
hearing with at least three members of the 
Ontario Board of Parole. The board members 
make their decision on whether or not to grant 
parole based on the inmate’s institutional 
behaviour, participation in correctional 
programs, plans for release and other factors. 
Parolees are generally subject to the same 
conditions as probationers and must also follow 
any special conditions imposed by the Ontario 
Board of Parole. 


The temporary absence program allows selected 
offenders to be in contact with the community 
while completing their sentences in an 
institutional setting. Inmates are generally 
granted release to work, go to school or for 
compassionate reasons. This program allows 
offenders to remain in contact with and 
contribute to the community. 


The ministry is also seeking to increase the 
number of community based residences, 
increase the number of treatment and 
rehabilitation programs available in the 
community, expand programs such as 
community service orders, restitution and fine 
option, and strengthen ties with boards of 
education, service clubs and other community 
agencies. 


Community Services in 1990-91 

The Northern Region has expanded community 
services for native offenders. As a result of an 
agreement signed between the ministry and the 
Nishnawbe-Aski Nation several initiatives have 
been completed or are currently taking place 
towards the expansion of services for native 
peoples. Programs include the current 
construction of a native female community 
resource centre in Fort Albany and the 
construction of the Red Lake Community 
Resource Centre. For young offenders an eight- 
bed community facility has been opened in Fort 
Frances and offers the young people wilderness 
programming as part of its services. In North Bay 
an anti-shoplifting program for young people on 
probation has been established. This program 
explores the reasons why people shoplift and 
the impact it has on the individual and the 
community in general. 


In the Eastern Region an agreement with a 
local school board was established to provide 
educational services to a Peterborough open 
custody facility. In Belleville and Trenton open 
custody services were greatly enhanced through 
the establishment of a special needs contract 
with a local psychologist. In Ottawa an 
Alternative Measures Shoplifting Program was 
established. This program allows the young 
person to make amends to the community while 
avoiding the stigma of a criminal record. 


In the Western Region a new open custody 
facility was opened in Sarnia. The Eaglerock 
Youth Centre is a ten bed facility for males with 
five of the beds designated for native young 
offenders. Residents participate in a structured 
routine of education, lifeskills, group meetings, 
recreation and individual counselling sessions. 
Specialized programming for the native youth 
focuses on native heritage and cultural issues, 
alcohol and drug addiction, literacy and grief 
counselling. A new probation and parole area 
was also established during the year. Based in 
Cambridge, the office will be responsible for the 
Waterloo and Perth area. Also in the region, 
new programs dealing with family violence 
prevention and native issues were developed. 
During the year the region hosted “Corrections 
2000”, a community corrections meeting 
attended by over two hundred community 
corrections professionals and agencies from 
across Southwestern Ontario. This conference 
explored issues that will have an effect on 
community corrections during the coming 
decade. 


A new multicultural program was added to the 
Metropolitan Toronto Region’s extensive list 
of services provided by private agencies. The 
new service provides individual and family 
counselling for Chinese speaking probationers 
and is available to all probation offices in the 
downtown Toronto area. An increase in the 
number of community dispositions caused a 
greater demand on the region’s probation and 
parole offices. As a result new probation and 
parole officers were hired to deal with the 
increased caseload. Training and orientation 
activities for new staff were also expanded 
during the year. The ministry, with the 
assistance of the Anti-Drug Secretariat, has 
established a program for drug and alcohol 
counselling for young offenders in open custody 
and on probation. A substance abuse counsellor 
provides both individual and group counselling 
to these young people. The Dellcrest Children 
Centre’s Assessment and Treatment Program 
provides certain open custody programs with 
psychiatric and psychological assessments for 
young offenders. This service also provides 
treatment, counselling with referrals, and 
recommendations for continued care following 
the completion of the disposition. 


In the Central Region probation and parole 
services have also increased with the addition of 
staff due to increased caseloads and the 
expansion of programs such as family violence 
initiatives, impaired driving education 
programs, literacy programs and shoplifting 
prevention initiatives. Ministry staff are 
committed to educating the public about 
community corrections and have engaged in a 
number of presentations at schools and 
community clubs. These staff help show the 
community that they too are part of the 
correctional system and that there are ways to 
get involved and make a positive difference. 


r Adult Services 


Services for adult offenders in the provincial 
correctional system cover a wide and diverse 
area from education and literacy programs to 
lifeskills and employment assistance to 
industrial and vocational training. Services are 
delivered both within institutions and in the 
community through probation and parole 
offices and community agencies. 


The aim of these programs is to assist convicted 
adult offenders to rehabilitate themselves so 
that they can take their place in the community 
as productive members of society.

Adult Services in 1990-91 

In the Northern Region the Parry Sound Jail 
expanded its educational programming to 
include computer skills training. These skills will 
allow offenders more direct access to the job 
market upon release. The ministry recruited 
Native Program Co-ordinators at Thunder Bay 
Correctional Centre, Monteith Correctional 
Centre, the Northern Treatment Centre and 
Cecil Facer Youth Centre to assist in the 
rehabilitation of native offenders. Native 
programming is also offered within many 
institutions through the assistance of Native 
Friendship Centres based in the community. 


In the Eastern Region a community based 
drinking and driving prevention program has 
been introduced at the Pembroke Jail. 
Offenders participate in this initiative through 
the ministry's temporary absence program. The 
skills learned by inmates in the vocational shops 
at the Rideau Correctional and Treatment 
Centre are now being accredited by the Ministry 
of Skills Development. Rideau has also raised its 
Operating capacity to 292 with the addition of 
44 beds. The Quinte Detention Centre has 
opened an Annex program for 20 medium 
security, sentenced offenders. The Annex allows 
carefully selected offenders to participate in 
work programs both on the grounds of the 
detention centre and in the community. A 
lifeskills program has been introduced at the 
Cobourg Jail. This program will help inmates 
deal with the challenges they face in their daily 
lives when they return to the community. They 
learn skills such as money management, job 
hunting and coping with stress. At the 
Peterborough Jail a community corrections 


officer has been hired. This officer will assist 
offenders to plan for their eventual return to 
community life. At the L’Orignal Jail the 
education program has been expanded with an 
increase in available class hours. 


In the Western Region capacity at the Sarnia 
Jail, Elgin-Middlesex Detention Centre and 
Guelph Correctional Centre was increased due 
to anticipated growth in offender counts. At the 
Guelph Correctional Centre 40 additional beds 
were added to deal with special needs inmates. 
At the Guelph Correctional Centre and Elgin- 
Middlesex Detention Centre discharge planners 
were put in place to assist offenders with the 
challenge of successfully reintegrating 
themselves back into the community. Also social 
workers were hired at the Sarnia and Chatham 
Jails and the Elgin-Middlesex Detention Centre 
to aid with offender programming. 


In the Metropolitan Toronto Region 
programs focusing on literacy, lifeskills, 
education and job training were all maintained 
throughout the year. At the Mimico 
Correctional Centre inmates were able to take 
advantage of increased work programs in the 
greenhouse facility due to an expansion of that 
area. 


In the Central Region the Brantford Jail 
initiated a computer assisted learning program 
called Autoskill. The program has the ability to 
take an individual who is functioning below a 
grade 9 level in mathematics and English and 
raise them to a grade 12 level. This program has 
proven to be highly successful and can be 
tailored to the individual needs of each 
participant. The Burtch Correctional Centre 
expanded its community work program. The 
institution provides volunteer inmate workers 
for supervised community projects such as road 
clearing, grass cutting and debris clean-up. The 
Maplehurst Correctional Centre in Milton also 
operates a similar program. 


Youth Services 


Under the Young Offenders Act, Canada the 
ministry delivers correctional programs for 16 
and 17 year-old young offenders. There are 
several dispositions available to the courts when 
sentencing young offenders. A youth can 
receive a term of secure custody, a term of open 
custody or a community based disposition. Prior 
to sentencing a youth can be held in either an 
Open or secure custody setting. 


Young persons placed in custody under the 
Young Offenders Act, Canada may ask for an 
independent review of their placement in open 
or secure custody, or the denial of a temporary 
absence pass. This review is conducted by the 
Custody Review Board which examines each 
case on an individual basis and passes on a 
recommendation to the ministry regarding the 
placement of the applicant. Appointments to 
the Board are made by the Lieutenant 
Governor-in-Council on the joint 
recommendation of the Ministers of 
Correctional Services and Community and Social 
Services. 
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Youth Services in 1990-91 

At various open and secure custody youth 
facilities in the Northern Region, services have 
been expanding in the areas of programming 
for native youths, educational and literacy 
programs and initiatives aimed at the social and 
psychological well being of the young person. 


In the Eastern Region the Ottawa/Carleton 
Detention Centre young offender unit saw an 
expansion of the woodworking and refinishing 
program and a market garden program was 
developed. Programs such as these help young 
people to acquire skills that will enable them to 
get jobs when they return to the community. As 
well, francophone young offenders and young 
adults at the Ottawa-Carleton Detention Centre 
were the first group of French speaking clients 
to receive services provided by a French 
language school board. 


In the Western Region residents of the 
Bluewater Youth Centre participated in the 
operation of the Goderich Young Canada Pee- 
Wee Hockey Tournament. Residents worked 
with coaches, participants and the general 
public during the event. The health care staff at 
Bluewater have started several courses that will 
be of practical value to the residents when they 
return to the community. The courses cover first 
aid, cardio-pulmonary resuscitation and a 
parenting program that teaches residents the 
responsibilities of raising children. Also during 
the year an art therapy program was started. 
This program has helped residents express inner 
emotions and deal with their probleins. It has 
also proved to be useful in aiding adult children 
of alcoholics. 


In the Metropolitan Toronto Region young 
offenders who are placed in secure detention or 
short-term custody are held at the Metropolitan 
Toronto West Detention Centre. This unit, which 
is completely separate from the adult 
population, has a capacity of 153 beds. This year 
the youths participated in a number of events 
including an annual sports competition held at 
the centre and the John D'Amico Skate-a-thon 
for the Easter Seals Society. With the co- 
operation of the Etobicoke Board of Education, 
youths from the centre competed in a 
basketball tournament at the Central Etobicoke 
High School. Events like this help teach the 
youth how to work with others in a co- 
operative manner. 


In the Central Region youth officers who deal 
with young offenders at the Hamilton- 
Wentworth Detention Centre have received 
additional training in the last year in 
interviewing, preparation of intake assessments, 
dealing with native offenders and dealing with 
victims of sexual abuse. 


Treatment Services 


Many of the offenders admitted to the ministry's 
supervision experience psychological, psychiatric 
or behavioural problems. These can take the 
form of substance abuse, alcoholism, illiteracy, 
sexual deviance and the inability to control anger. 


The ministry has a wide range of resources to 
treat and rehabilitate offenders who have special 
needs. The ministry directly employs 
psychologists and psychometrists as well as 
maintaining fee-for-service agreements with 
psychiatrists based in the community. 


The ministry also employs social workers to 
provide a variety of services that include 
individual and group counselling, case co- 
ordination, assessments, crisis intervention and 
planning for reintegrating offenders back into 
the community. 


Treatment and rehabilitation services for adults 
and young offenders are provided through 
institutions and in the community by probation 
and parole offices. 


For adults the ministry uses a multi-discipline 
program delivery model. This approach combines 
the skills and knowledge of both therapeutic and 
correctional staff to aid in the treatment of 
offenders. 


The treatment of young offenders is an integral 
part of ministry programs. Young persons who 
receive a disposition to secure custody are given 
an initial assessment by a multi-discipline team of 
professionals. This assessment leads to an 
individualized plan of care which prescribes the 
recommended treatment approach. 


Young people who are placed in an open 
custody residence or receive a term of probation 
have access to treatment programs available in 
the community. 


Treatment Services in 1990-91 

Treatment and rehabilitative services in the 
Northern Region were greatly enhanced this 
year by the opening of the Northern Treatment 
Centre in Sault Ste Marie. This project was 
funded jointly by the Federal and Provincial 
governments with the Ministry of Correctional 
Services being the sole administrator. In addition 
to a wide variety of general treatment services, 
for both federal and provincial inmates, the 
centre also offers specialized programming for 
native and female offenders. 


Institutional programs were enhanced in the 
Eastern Region by the addition of a full time 
psychologist at Quinte Detention Centre and the 
expansion of psychometric services at Rideau 
Correctional and Treatment Centre. Other 
program developments included the 
enhancement of the Temporary Absence 
Program at the Rideau Correctional and 
Treatment Centre. The addition of a discharge 
planner at Rideau will allow the institution to 
assess low risk offenders who may be eligible for 
release, on a temporary basis, into the 
community to attend educational or work 
programs. The L’Orignal Jail now has the 
services of a psychometrist who visits on a 
weekly basis from the Hawkesbury Health Clinic. 
Treatment programs offered in institutions have 
also been made available to some offenders 
under the supervision of probation and parole 
officers. Institutions providing treatment services 
for some community based clients are the 
Rideau Correctional and Treatment Centre, the 
Ottawa/Carleton Detention Centre and the 
Millbrook Correctional Centre. In Kingston, the 
Elizabeth Fry Society is now offering an anti- 
shoplifting program for women on probation. In 
Hawkesbury, an anger management program 
for French speaking offenders was established. 


The Western Region employs a number of 
treatment and rehabilitation professionals to 
ensure that clients with psychiatric, 
psychological or behavioural problems receive 
the attention they require. In addition, these 
services are supplemented by over twenty-five 
counselling programs in the areas of substance 
abuse, shoplifting, anger management, family 
violence prevention and communications skills. 
These programs, accessible through ministry 
probation and parole offices, are co-ordinated 
by community groups retained by the ministry 
on a fee-for-service basis. 


In the Metropolitan Toronto Region young 
offenders have benefited from a community 

- based drug and alcohol counselling and 
treatment program. This program is part of the 
government's overall anti-drug strategy. To 
supplement programs run by the ministry, the 
region continues to contract with a number of 
community based private agencies offering 
counselling, treatment and support to offenders 
and their families. At the Metropolitan Toronto 
East Detention Centre a special needs treatment 
unit was opened to deal with offenders who 
may not function well within the normal inmate 
population. 


In the Central Region the Ontario Correctional 
Institute continues to be a leader in the field of 
offender treatment and rehabilitation. Clinical 
staff participated on a national and 
international level in the field of offender 
treatment by publishing articles in scholarly 
journals and contributing to professional 
conferences. The institution also runs internship 
programs where students can advance their 
studies through working at the centre. Members 
of staff also participated in workshops, symposia 
and training programs for other ministry staff. 
At the Burtch Correctional Centre a stop 
smoking initiative for inmates evolved from the 
test stage to become part of the institution’s 
regular programming. A small group of inmates 
meets weekly with the social services co- 
ordinator to learn individual and group 
methods to help stop smoking. At the 
Maplehurst Correctional Centre a number of 
new programs were developed over the last 
year including a drug and alcohol addictions 
group, a family violence prevention program 
and a discharge planning group which helps 
inmates prepare to re-enter the community. 


Facilities Management 


The Ministry of Correctional Services is 
responsible for the operation of 46 adult 
institutions, 4 youth centres and 14 youth 
detention units. In addition the ministry also 
operates 131 probation and parole offices 
throughout the province. 


By examining the needs of institutions and 
offices, the ministry has taken innovative 
approaches to facility development. The 
ministry's Facilities Design Section has created 
many cost effective ways to design and renovate 
ministry structures. At many institutions, 
inmates have been given the opportunity to 
learn building trade skills, by participating, on a 
voluntary basis, on ministry construction 
projects. 
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Facilities Management in 1990-91 

During the year facilities have continued to be 
renovated and expanded. Work has been 
completed in such areas as lock replacement, 
ventilation upgrades, electrical and plumbing 
work, fire detection systems, painting and office 
renovations with a focus on occupational health 
and safety for ministry staff and humane living 
conditions for offenders. 


Of note this year was the opening of the 
Northern Treatment Centre in Sault Ste Marie, 
work starting on the Mimico Detention Centre 
in the Metropolitan Toronto Region and 
continued work on the Maplehurst Detention 
Centre in Milton. Several probation offices were 
also expanded during the year. 


Management Improvements 


The Ministry of Correctional Services is 
committed to keeping pace with the changing 
correctional environment in Ontario. To this end 
the ministry has invested in improving its 
information technology and in its human 
resources development programs. 


New information technology is of great benefit 
to staff in monitoring and evaluating 
correctional and support services. 


The ministry is also committed to investing in its 
most important asset, its human resources. The 
modern correctional workplace is complex and 
the ministry is committed to providing the best 
possible training, from basic correctional officer 
and probation officer training to advanced 
executive development. 
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Management Improvements in 1990-91 
During the year the Offender Management 
System was implemented for young offenders. 
The system consists of a province wide network 
that links computers at institutions and 
probation offices with a central data base. 
Instant access to offender information and 
correctional records will aid staff in classifying 
offenders to the most appropriate programs 
and settings. The Offender Management System 
was used throughout the year by all institutions 
and probation and parole offices. The system 
will also be in place soon for adult offenders. 


The Staff Training and Development section 
moved into new facilities during the year. The 
new staff development centre is located in the 
renovated Bell Cairn School on Beach Boulevard 
in Hamilton. The existing school has been 
completely renovated to include offices, 
classrooms, meeting rooms, a library and dining 
facilities. A new two storey addition which will 
provide accommodation for 72 staff members is 
expected to be completed in the summer of 
1991. The new centre will become the focal 
point for the training of correctional officers, 
probation and parole officers, managers, 
educators and others employed by the ministry. 


Other human resource initiatives include active 
participation in the government's employment 
equity program, the establishment of joint 
occupational health and safety committees, 
improved dialogue between management and 
the union and the promotion of an employee 
assistance program. 


During the last year the ministry has continued 
with its commitment to increase staff members 
from designated groups that include 
aboriginals, racial minorities, francophones, 
persons with disabilities and women. 


Joint occupational health and safety committees 
have been established with a mandate to 
monitor and improve health and safety 
conditions within ministry workplaces. All 
ministry workplaces with more than twenty 
people must have a committee made up of 
representatives from both management and 
union. This co-operative effort between ministry 
employees will ensure a safer workplace for 
everyone in the coming years. 


During the year representatives from all levels 
of management and union met to discuss 
various issues of importance to the ministry and 
its employees. Discussions ranged from local 
matters to issues that had a ministry wide 
impact. This type of open discussion and co- 
operation will help the ministry face the 
challenges of the coming decade. 


The ministry has also been promoting its 
employee assistance program which seeks to aid 
staff and their families who are experiencing © 
personal problems. The ministry ensures that 
staff members and their families who request 
assistance are referred to skilled professional 
counsellors on a confidential basis. 


Volunteers in Corrections 


The ministry relies heavily on volunteers to help 
deliver correctional programming in Ontario. In 
fact, Correctional Services has one of the largest 
volunteer bases of any organization in the 
province. 


At present there are almost 5,000 individuals 
offering their services to the ministry in an 
effort to rehabilitate offenders in the province. 


In the community, volunteers assist probation 
and parole officers compile pre-disposition 
reports that help the courts in sentencing 
offenders, ensure that community service orders 
are carried out and help deliver a wide variety 
of counselling programs to probationers. 


In institutions, volunteers perform a variety of 
invaluable tasks that include education and 
literacy programs, substance abuse counselling 
and lifeskills counselling that will help offenders 
deal with life when they are returned to the 
community. 


Ontario Board of Parole 


The Ontario Board of Parole is responsible for 
the conditional supervised release of adult 
offenders who are serving sentences of less 
than two years in provincial institutions. 

This authority is provided by virtue of the 
Parole Act, Canada and the Ministry of 
Correctional Services Act and its regulations. 


Offenders are eligible for parole upon serving 
one-third of their sentences. Those serving 
sentences of less than six months must apply in 
writing for parole consideration. 


The board conducts hearings throughout the 
province at provincial correctional facilities. A 
quorum of three members, usually composed of 
one full-time member and two community part- 
time members, reviews all available information 
on each case, interviews the offender and 
makes the decision to grant or deny parole, or 
to defer the decision to a later date. In all cases, 
the board must provide the rationale for the 
decision in writing to the offender. 


The fundamental goal of parole is to assist 
offenders with their re-integration into the 
community with minimum risk to society. Once 
released, the parolee serves the remainder of 
the sentence under supervision, subject to 
conditions stipulated by the board. The board 
may revoke parole for non-compliance with 
conditions.

Minister's Advisory 


Committee on Corrections 


The Minister’s Advisory Committee on 
Corrections was established in 1959. 
Currently it has 10 members drawn from a 
variety of backgrounds. 


The committee acts as an important sounding 
board for the minister with respect to policies 
and programs in areas ranging from education 
to treatment, and examines broad philosophical 
issues which affect corrections.

Section I: Adults 


The data in Table 1 show that during the 1990-91 


fiscal year, 56,595 persons were admitted to 
jails and detention centres a total of 72,580 
times for 197,165 separate offences. It is clear 
that some persons were admitted more than 


once, and many had been charged with multiple 


offences. A person may be admitted to a jail or 
detention centre (DC) on remand prior to trial, 
may be held for immigration violations, or may 
be admitted subsequent to receiving a sentence 
to imprisonment. Although the eventual 
sentence may be to federal time (two years and 
over), the initial admission is always to a 
provincial institution. If a person is admitted on 
remand and is subsequently sentenced, he is 
counted as one admission.

Reductions in admissions for public 
order/obstruction of justice offences (down 
29.6%), provincial offences (down 15.2%) and 
morals offences (down 14.8%) accounted for 
most of the decrease. 


Violent offences and offences against the 
person (miscellaneous offences against person, 
up 24.5%; violent sexual offences, up 17%; and 
serious violent offences, up 9%; and break and 
enter offences, up 12%) accounted for the 
majority of the increase in male admissions.

Table 3 gives some detail about the types of 
sentences to imprisonment imposed during 
1990-91. They have been divided into two 
categories here; provincial time and federal 
time. Provincial time is any sentence of less than 
2 years, and is further broken down to show 
sentences due to fine defaults (incarceration for 
non-payment of fines). The federal time 
category refers to all those sentences to 
imprisonment of 2 years and over. It also 
includes federal inmates admitted temporarily 
to provincial institutions because of federal 
parole violations or escape from a federal 

‘institution, as well as those being held for a 
court appearance. As a result, the number of 
sentenced admissions counted as federal time is 
somewhat higher than the actual number of 
federal sentences issued during the fiscal year. 


Although total sentenced admissions remained 
virtually unchanged from 1989-90, fine default 
admissions decreased substantially (down 17%. 
See table 7 for more details on fine default). 
Sentences for other than fine defaults were up 
by 7.3%. The largest increase was in sentences 
to federal time (up 10%).

In 1990-91, 38,277 offenders were sentenced to 
imprisonment 45,076 times for 103,894 counts 
of offences. In Table 4, the distribution of these 
offences is presented, categorized and listed in 
descending order of severity. “Counts of All 
Offences” gives the total number of offences in 
each category for which a sentence to 
imprisonment was given. Since people may be 
admitted for multiple offences, the single most 
serious charge of all the charges resulting in 
admission is deemed the “Most Serious 
Offence”. If the sentence results from only one 
charge that charge is considered the “Most 
Serious Offence”. 


Substantial increases in serious offences such as 
sexual assault (up 18%), traffic/import drugs (up 
17%) and serious violent (up 14%) were 
balanced by large decreases in admissions on 
fine defaults (see Highway Traffic Act, Liquor 
Control Act and Municipal Bylaws), 
consequently the overall change in sentenced 
admissions from 1989-90 was negligible.

Table 5 shows the distribution of aggregate 
sentences to imprisonment. Since a sentenced 
admission may be the result of conviction on 
multiple offences, “aggregate sentence” refers 
to the total or aggregate length of time to 
which the offender was sentenced. (For further 
details on aggregate sentence see the glossary 
at the end.) 


The average aggregate sentence to provincial 
time was 78.8 days for males, unchanged from 
1989-90 and 56.1 days for females, up from 49.8 
days last year. As a result of the increased 
number of federal sentences, the overall 
average aggregate sentence to imprisonment 
was 127 days, up from 118.6 in 1989-90.

Often, individuals admitted in default of fines 
pay a portion of the fine after serving some of 
the sentence. This is shown in the table as 

“% Paid Pro Rata”. Sentenced time incurred by 
fine defaulters accounted for only 6% of total 
time to be served in provincial institutions (a 
decrease from 8% last year), although they 
accounted for 23% of all sentenced admissions 
(a decrease from 27% in 1989-90).

Table 13 shows the total number of admissions 
to a term of probation or parole during 1990-91. 
The imposition of probation terms which 
extend existing orders are not counted as new 
probation terms. During 1990-91, community 
service orders were included in 33.1% of new 
probation orders and restitution orders were 
included in 24.2%. 

Admissions to probation increased by nearly 
15% over 1989-90. This growth appears to be 
due to the clearing of court backlogs as a result 
of the Askov decision.

Since persons on probation may receive more 
than one term of probation, Table 16 shows the 
distribution of “aggregate” terms for probation 
cases commencing during 1990-91. The 
aggregate probation terms are calculated from 
the beginning of the first probation term. 
Additional terms usually extend the probation 
end date. Because of this, aggregate terms may 
exceed 36 months which is the maximum term 
for a single probation order. The average 
length of probation terms in 1990-91 were 15.7 
months for males and 14.9 months for females. 
The majority (47%) received probation terms 
between 6 months and one year in length.

The 
majority of YOs (96%) are serving an open 
custody order. The remainder are there due to 
an order to reside condition attached to a 
community supervision disposition or because 
of a detention order. The “Not in Residence” 
category includes -YOs on register at the 
residence, but absent because of a temporary 
release pass; YOs unlawfully at large; and YOs 
in secure facilities under YOA Section 24.2(9).

Probation orders (with or without 
other conditions or orders) accounted for over 
90% of community dispositions. 


The average month-end balance of young 
offenders on community supervision increased 
by 5.5% over 1989-90. During 1990-91 there 
was an 11% increase in the average month-end 
balance for the Alternative Measures program 
however, the Bail Supervision program was 
down by 8%. (See Glossary for more detail on 
these programs.)

Any entrance to a jail or detention centre 
(adults), secure facility or open residence (young 
offenders) on one or more charges for the 
purpose of awaiting a court hearing, serving a 
sentence/custody order, awaiting a parole board 
decision, or pending an immigration hearing or 
deportation. 


Since an offender may have sentences for more 
than one offence, the total length of 
incarceration for all offences is referred to as 
the aggregate sentence. The aggregate 
sentence takes into account all of the sentences 
involved in the period of incarceration and 
whether they are concurrent or consecutive. For 
adults, the actual time served may be less than 
the aggregate because of earned remission, 
parole or a terminal temporary absence pass. As 
a rule, young offenders must serve their full 
custody time, however the length of order may 
be reduced by dispositional review, or a by pre- 
release temporary release pass. 


Under the Young Offenders Act, a young person 
can avoid incurring a criminal record by 
participating in the Alternative Measures 
program. These are measures other than judicial 
proceedings available to youths charged with 
less serious offences. In order to be eligible for 
the program the youth must accept 
responsibility for the offences with which he/she 
is charged and must freely consent to meet the 
terms and conditions of the proposed 
alternative measures agreement. The alternative 
measures may include performing community 
service work, apologizing to the victim, paying 
restitution, participating in an educational 
program etc. Several sanctions may be applied 
under one agreement. Failure to comply with 
the conditions of the program results in the 
resumption of normal judicial proceedings for 
the charge(s). 


A program which provides relevant background 
information on offenders (both adult and 
young offenders) at their bail hearings, and 
offers supervision in the community should they 
be granted release. This program is operated in 
an effort to enable offenders to be released 
while awaiting and during their trials. 


A minimum security setting (adults) or open 
custody facility (young offenders) where 
offenders work on conservation programs, e.g. 
planting, pruning and reforestation, while 
serving their sentence/custody order.

A residence within the community for approved 
adult offenders to attend work, school, a 
training program, or to take part in a treatment 
program while serving their sentences (see 
Temporary Absence). Offenders may also be 
ordered to reside in a CRC as a condition of 
probation, parole or bail. 


For adult offenders, a community service order 
is a condition attached to a probation order 
which requires the offender to perform a 
certain number of hours of unpaid work for the 
benefit of the community. 

For young offenders, a community service order 
may be a condition of probation, or it may be a 
disposition on its own. A young offender may 
also be required to complete community service 
hours as a part of their involvement in the 
Alternative Measures program. 


Any charge disposition which results in the 
offender being supervised by a probation 
officer. This includes probation orders (adults 
and young offenders), and for young offenders, 
CSOs, compensation orders, restitution orders 
and personal service orders (PSOs). 


Refers to supervision of an offender (adult or 
young offender) by a probation officer for one 
of the following reasons: community disposition 
(probation order, CSO, compensation order 
etc.), parole, bail supervision, or participation in 
the Alternative Measures program. 


Under the Young Offenders Act, an offender 
can be ordered to compensate his/her victim for 
loss of or damage to property, for loss of income 
or support, or for special damage for personal 
injury. This order may be a disposition on its 
own, or may be a condition of a probation 
order. 


When a person is apprehended he or she may 
have committed one type of offence, e.g. theft, 
on more than one occasion, or may have 
committed several types of offences. Therefore, 
each count represents one charge laid for each 
occurrence of an offence. 


The total number of days of incarceration 
during the fiscal year (time spent on either 
remand or sentence). For example, one offender 
incarcerated for thirty days accounts for thirty 
days stay, and thirty offenders incarcerated for 
one day account for thirty days stay. Thirty 
offenders incarcerated for thirty days equals 
nine hundred days stay.

An aggregate sentence to imprisonment of two 
years or longer (adults only). Regardless of the 
length of sentence, all admissions are initially to 
a provincial jail or detention centre. 


Imprisonment of an offender for the non- 
payment of a fine(s). 


Since an offender may be admitted for multiple 
offences, the single most serious charge which 
resulted in the admission is deemed the “most 
serious offence”. If the admission results from 
only one charge, that charge is considered the 
most serious. Offences are categorized in 
“offence types” or “offence categories” (see 
Offence Categories). 


For the ministry’s purposes, “native” refers to 
offenders who are status, non-status Indians, 
Metis or Inuit. 


Rather than listing every single offence, related 
or similar offences have been organized under 
appropriate headings. For example, the Assault 
& Related category includes such offences as 
Aggravated Assault, Assault Causing Bodily 
Harm, Simple Assault etc. Offence categories are 
presented in descending order of severity, with 
the severity determined by lengths of sentences 
imposed for those offences. 


Under the Young Offenders Act, one disposition 
option is an open custody order. An open 
custody disposition provides for a period of 
custody to be served in a community-based 
residence rather than in an institution. This 
allows the offender to continue school or 
employment for the duration of the custody 
order. He may also be required to participate in 
in-house treatment programs. The maximum 
length of custody order is three years. 

Some young offenders may be in the open 
residences because of an order to reside 
attached to a community disposition.

During the fiscal year, one person may account 
for multiple admissions, multiple sentences to 
imprisonment and/or multiple probation orders, 
but is counted only once in each of these 
categories under “person”. It is the actual 
number of people admitted to the ministry's 
supervision during the fiscal year, not the 
activity they generated in the period. 


For adults, a provincial sentence is any 
aggregate sentence to imprisonment of less 
than two years. For young offenders, all custody 
orders, regardless of length, are served in 
provincial facilities or residences. 


When an offender is arrested and held in 
custody, a bail hearing must be held to 
determine if he/she should be released or 
remain in custody until the outcome of their 
trial. Adults who are denied bail, or who cannot 
meet the conditions of bail are “remanded in 
custody” and remain in the institution on a 
remand warrant. Young offenders are held ona 
detention warrant and may be held in either a 
secure facility or an open residence. 


For adults, this is compensation to be made for 
injury, loss or damage to an aggrieved party, 
and is given as a condition of probation. It is 
similar to a compensation order for young 
offenders. 

For young offenders, a restitution order directs 
the return of property taken and, if applicable, 
prescribes compensation to an innocent 
purchaser of the returned property. 


A disposition under the Young Offenders Act 
which provides for the incarceration of a young 
offender in an institutional setting. The 
maximum period of custody is three years. All 
secure facilities are under provincial jurisdiction. 
Some are dedicated youth centres, others are 
units within an adult institution. Where the 
young offender unit is housed in an adult 
institution, the two populations are kept 
separate.

- Any admission to an institution during the fiscal 


year which was the result of a sentence to 
imprisonment (warrant of committal). If the 
offender was admitted on remand in the 
previous year, he/she is still counted as a 
sentenced admission in the fiscal year he/she 
was sentenced. Although the sentence may be 
to federal time, the initial admission is to a 
provincial institution. Additional sentences 
imposed during one continuous period of 
incarceration are not counted as separate 
sentenced admissions. 


At the discretion of institutional/residential 
personnel, approved offenders are permitted to 
be absent from the institution/residence (with or 
without an escort) to attend school, to work, to 
receive medical treatment, to attend to family 
crises, to participate in treatment programs, e.g. 
Alcoholics Anonymous, for pre-release planning 
etc. (Temporary Absence program - adults, 
Temporary Release program - young offenders) 


In the event of a behavioural disturbance in the 
open residence, YOA Section 24.2(9) allows for 
the transfer of a young offender from open 
custody to secure custody for a period not 
exceeding fifteen days.
